RESPONSE TO THE OFFICE ACTION MAILED FEBRUARY 24, 2003 

REMARKS 

Claims 19 and 23-24 are pending. 
Rejection Under 35 U.S.C, § 102 

Claim 19 was rejected under Section 102 as being anticipated by Ichiyama 
(5,373,190). In support of the rejection, the Examiner asserts that electrodes 8 or 
bumps 10 in Ichiyama are the conductive leads recited in Claim 19. 

Claim 19 requires conductive leads electrically connected to and extending over 
a surface of the chip. Extend means "1 . to stretch or draw out to full length.... 2. to 
stretch or draw outward. ... 4. to make longer, as to reach a particular point...." 
Random House Webster's College Dictionary (2000). For example, in the embodiment 
shown in Figs. 1^. elongated leads 12 extend from near the center of chip 14 out past 
the edge of chip 14. By contrast, electrodes 8 and bumps 10 in Ichiyama do not extend
